INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Below normal tem peratures 
and precipitation are expected in Indiana from mid-

The m easure passed, 91-4, and was sent to the Senate 
The bill, sponsored by Rep. Richard Bell, D Laporte, 
would make it unlawful to import or export from 
Indiana for sale any dog under that age unless 
transported with its mother The bill also outlaws selling 
any puppy under eight weeks old Pups that young likely 
are not weaned 
The House also passed, 83-9, a bill providing that some 
counties may be exempt from the state dog tax if the 
county collects license fees for both dogs and dog 
kennels that equals or exceeds the state tax collections 
for both That bill also would allow an exempt county to 
set up a dog fund to reim burse farm ers or game 
breeders who have lost animals to dog attacks

Thin Lizzy is a London-based 
band with an unusual blend of 
personnel: two Irishmen, one of 
them black; one manic Scot 
and a laconic American. The 
black Dubliner — lanky, Afro'd, 
earringed Phil Lynott — is 
Lizzy’s main man. He’s the 
chief writer, the lead singer 
and the bass player. And he 
performs all of those roles 
admirably. 
But Lizzy, which looked like 
an up-and-coming supergroup 
only last summer, has run into 
some setbacks over the past 
few months. 


First Lynott was taken ill, 
forcing the band to cut short its 
summer tour, with a hot single, 
"The Boys Are Back In Town,” 
on the charts. Then last fall, 
just as Lizzy was about to 
depart again 
for 
the U.S., 
guitarist Brian Robertson (the 
young Scot) suffered a severe 
cut on his left 
hand in a 
barroom brawl, which is great 
for the band’s self-consciously 
macho image but which forced 
cancellation of the tour. 


That autumn tour was intend­ 
ed to tie in with release of 
“Johnny the Fox” (Mercury 
SRM-1-1119), an album that was 


to follow up and consolidate the 
m ajor success of “The Boys 
Are Back” and the hit LP from 
which it was 
taken, 
“Jail­ 
break.” Partially because of 
that lack of personal appearan­ 
ces, 
"Johnny” 
w as 
a 
bit 
disappointing sales-wise. Suc­ 
cessful, to be sure, but not the 
sm ash hit the Lizzies had hoped 
for. 


As it happens, “Johnny me 
Fox” is a pretty good album. 
Probably its biggest flaw is a 
tendency to stand a bit too pat 
on 
the semi-concept pattern 
established by “Jailb reak ” — a 
common problem with "follow­ 
up” albums. 


There are the hard boogie 
tunes, Lizzy’s m ainstay; there 
are a couple of gentler ballads, 
and there is one Irish-history 
tune, 
which 
seem s 
to 
be 
Lynott’s personal 
trademark. 
On 
the last album 
it was 
“ Em erald,” all about a band of 
shillelagh-wielding 
barbarians 
ransacking a medieval village; 
this time it’s “Fool's Gold,” 
dealing with famine-driven emi­ 
grants to the New’ World. 
The 
LP’s only 
significant 
deviation from 
the 
previous 


winning pattern is also the best 
tune on the album — “Johnny 
the 
Fox 
Meets 
Jim m y 
the 
W eed,” which adds a healthy 
dash of funk to Lizzy’s straight­ 
ahead 
British 
rhythm s 
and 
Southern-style 
g u ita r 
h ar­ 
monies. 
Lynott claims he doesn’t see 
so much similarity between the 
last two albums. 
“ ‘Johnny’ is very American, 
the whole album, because it 
was written during the period 
after ‘Jailbreak’ (while Lizzy 
was touring the U.S.) and while 
I was in the hospital,” he says.

Gifted Mozart Had Rough Life 


BONN, West Germany (UPI) 
Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart, 
one of the most gifted musical 
composers of all time, died a 
pauper because he lost 
his 
fortune playing billiards and 
cards — badly. Or so says a 
music historian who researched 
the composer’s financial 
re­ 
cords. 


Mozart’s love of gambling — 
and not 
indifference to his 
genius — was responsible for 
the poverty that plagued the 
last years of his life. according 
to historian Uwe Kraemer.

“What did he do with this 
money?” K raem er asked. “The 
musical ace was a gambler 
who 
lost

cards.” 
He quotes Franz von Destou- 
ches, a pupil of Haydn, as 
saying, “Mozart was a passion­ 
ate billiard 
player and 
he 
played badly. He played for 
high stakes, all night long. He 
was very frivolous. His wife 
tolerated it.”

Different 'Degrees' of Bums 


With all the recent Interest in 
the treatment of boras, I’d like 
to know something about the 
different “degrees” of burns 
that we hear about. — Mrs. 
J.N., Wash. 
Dear Mrs. N.: 
“First degree” burns are 
those which involve the outer 
layers of the skin. These are the 
painful, superficial burns that 
happen so frequently in the 
kitchen. Almost everyone now 
knows that the immediate 
application of ice water to these 
burns can relieve the pain and 
even be responsible for more 
rapid healing. Later, a mild, 
soothing ointment, with or 
without antibiotics, may also 
ease the pain and promote 
healing. First degree burns 
usually need no professional 
care. 
A “second degree” burn 
involves the deeper layers of the 
skin. Blisters may form. Serum 
may ooze out. And there is 
usually more intense pain. For 
such 
burns 
the 
doctor’s 
guidance is most important. 
Blisters should not be opened. 
The burned area should not be 
covered with ointments, for 
these make it more difficult for 
the subsequent treatment of the 
burn by the doctor, or in an 
emergency room. It Is better to 
cover the area with sterile 
gauze or a clean handkerchief. 
“Third degree” burns involve 
all the layers of the skin and the 
underlying muscle tissues. 
There is only a technical dif­ 
ference between “third” and 


“fourth” degree burns. These 
burns must be treated by 
doctors 
or 
by 
para­ 
professionals and emergency 
hospital personnel. 
Remarkable strides have 
been made in the treatment of 
extensive burns. The enormous 
loss of fluid and the physical 
shock caused by burns can 
threaten the lives of the victims. 
“Burn Centers” are being 
established all over the country. 
Transportation of burn victims 
to these centers by helicopter 
now makes it possible to save 
the lives of many who might 
otherwise not survive. The most 
remarkable and ingenious 
techniques are used in burn 
centers to offer relief of pain, to 
prevent 
infection 
and 
to 
promote rapid healing.

I had a cyst removed from my 
left ovary. Two years later I had 
a cyst removed from the left 
side of my face. Am I “cyst- 
prone” on the left side of my 
body? — Miss J.M.O., Penn. 
Dear Miss O.: 
It’s pure coincidence that the 
two cysts occurred on the left 
side of your body. There is no 
medical validity to this idea and 
your anxiety is unnecessary. 
Another misconception is that 
some people consider them­ 
selves to be “cystic.” There is 
no medical substantiation for 
this, either.

value” r f their property. Not only is it costly 
for a utility to compute its estim ated "fair 
value,' 
but it is practically impossible to 
check... The fair value includes today’s 
inflated cost of reproducting a new facility, 
less depreciation 
Critics point out that this system can 
sanction such insanity as fixing a w ater rate 
today by calculating the cost of replacing 
portions of a w ater canal that was hand-dug 
over loo y ears ago with a new handdug 
canal. Obviously, “fair value” can be an 
arbitrary figure, which adds little to public 
understanding of utility bills.

com m ittees of this Legislature that propose 
replacing the “ fair value” system with a 
“book value system of accounting. Under 
book value, rates would be calculated upon 
valuing the property of a utility at its 
original cost less depreciation.

In 1926 Congress passed an income tax law 
which enables those people with incomes 
from the extraction of m inerals and fossil 
fuels, such as oil, gas and coal, to escape the 
income tax entirely on up to 50 percent of 
their net incom e from such extractions. No 
tax advantage, even rem otely com parable, 
was given to the people trying to develop the 
clean, inexhaustible sources of energy such 
as solar pow er, including windpower. 


( (ingress has failed for 50 years to rem ove 
this inequity from the tax law. This has 
worked to the extrem e disadvantage of those 
trying to ra ise capital to develop the clean, 
inexhaustible sources of energy. If Congress 


continues to fail to remove this inequity, it is 
not likely that these inexhaustible sources of 
energy will be developed to any significant 
degree very soon The investm ent capital will 
obviously continue to be attracted to where 
the tax advantages are

Supports Up

WASHINGTON (U PI) — A routine annual 
recalculation of parity prices for milk last 
week may send governm ent milk supports 
up about 1.5 cents per half gallon in April. 
An Agriculture D epartm ent dairy expert 
said today the departm ent has m ade no 
decision yet about support levels for the 
1977-78 milk m arketing year which begins 
April I. 
But the specialist, Sidney Cohen, said in 
an interview if Secretary Bob Bergland 
keeps supports at the current level of 80 per 
cent of the parity price for milk, the current 
support price of $8.26 per hundred pouunds- 
for m anufacturing grade milk will have to be 
raised to $8.54 or $8.61 on April I. 
Since there are 11.6 gallons of milk in each 
hundred pounds, a support hike of 35 cents 
per hundred pounds to $8.61 
would be 
equivalent to about 3 cents per gallon, or 1.5 
cents per half gallon. 
Under 
existing 
law, 
the 
A griculture 
D epartm ent is required to support the price 
of m anufacturing grade milk — which is 
used in making butter, cheese and other 
m anufactured dairy products — at between 
75 and 90 per cent of the theoretically “ fair” 
parity price. 
The Ford adm inistration, in a 
move- 
designed to fight off congressional efforts to 
peg supports at 85 per cent of parity, agreed 
last year to use its adm inistrative authority 
to tie the price floor to 80 per cent of parity. 
C arter 
adm inistration 
officials, 
w h o 
cam paigned for m ore effective governm ent 
aid to farm ers, w ere not considered likely to 
drop below the 80 per cent level when their 
first chance to use adm inistrative discretion 
com es this spring. 
The 
existing 
$8.26 per 
hundredweight 
support was equal to 80 per cent of parity as 
late as December. 
But Cohen explained A g r i c u l t u r e 
D epartm ent 
statisticians

com pleted a regular annual recalculation of 
parity prices. The new figures, published on 
Jan. 31, showed that the parity price of 
m anufacturing g rad e milk had advanced.- 
This m eant that while $8.26 equaled 80 per ce­ 
nt of parity in D ecem ber, it required $8.54 to 
equal 80 per cent of the new and higher 
parity figure calculated in January. 
By April, if farm production costs which 
a re used to m ake m onthly adjustm ents in 
the parity formula continue to advance, it 
m ay take $8.61 to equal 80 per cent of 
parity. 
No policy decisions w ere involved in last 
m onth’s 
increase 
in 
parity. 
It 
was an 
autom atic result of a formula based on 
item s including a rolling 10-year average of 
past milk prices and com parative prices of 
bottling and m anufacturing milk. 
Agriculture 
D epartm ent 
officials 
were 
expected soon to take the first form al step 
tow ard announcement of a milk support for 
the year beginning April I. They will issue a 
form al request for public suggestions on 
w here the rate should be set. 
Under law, the ra te announced to take 
effect April I could be in effect for the

Wyoming, when* researchers have 
established coyotes prefer u n s e a s o n e d 
m utton. 
That finding, while certainly of interest to 
alm ost everyone, is especially meaningful to 
w estern ranchers whose sheep are being ki­ 
lled by coyotes. 
The researchers say it could lead to the 
developm ent of chem ical s e a s o n i n g s , 
including 
synthetic 
tabasco sauce, 
with 
which sheep can be sprayed lo render them 
unpalatable to the predators. 
Offending 
a 
coyote’s 
e p i c u r e a n 
sensibilities surely is m ore acceptable than 
the use of poison, which has draw n flak 
from environm entalists. One w o n d e r s , 
how ever, whether it is necessary to go even 
that far. 
M arinating sheep on the open range with 
pungent condim ents is bound to be !)oth 
troublesom e 
and 
costly. 
Some 
wildlife 
experts believe equally good results could be 
obtained simply by dotting the grazing lands 
with puddles of white wine. 
“ It is universally recognized that red wine 
goes 
better 
with 
m u t t o n , ’ ’ 
one 


conservationist told me. “Therefore, we feel 
the presence of white wine on the range will 
deter coyotes from attacking sheep " 
I said, “ What m akes you think coyotes are 
discrim inating 
enough 
that 
the 
w i n e 
selection will m atter that m uch?” 
"Any creature that turns up its nose at 
tabasco flavored m utton surely will have the 
inate good taste to refrain from having

with

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Coal Reserves Could Be Placed InCold Storage 


The harsh winter of 1977 will 
seem like a summer breeze if 
misguided proposals on surface 
m ining succeed 
in 
putting 
America's vast coal reserves 
into cold storage, according to 
A m erican M ining Congress 
president. J. Allen Overton, Jr. 
Underlining this danger in the 
Feb ru a ry 
edition 
of 
his 
association’s Mining Congress 
Journal, he warns that “ the 
threat is immediate and the 


signs are ominous, as hearings 
on surface mining legislation 
continue 
in committees of 
Congress. 
“ Proposed legislation is so 
restrictive in its certainties and 
intimidating in its ambiguities 
that its net effect would be to 
cripple this nation's chance of 
significantly expanding coal 
production,” he declares. “ If 
this legislation becomes law, in 
some snowbound future people 


may well rue the way the freeze 
was put on capital investments 
and industry 
incentives 
that 
could have helped energize our 
nation. 
‘ The awesome inadvisability 
of the proposed new surface 
mining legislation was cogently 
explained last 
month to the 
House Interior Committee by 
senior 
mining 
industry 
spokesmen," says Overton, who 
adds that the “ American Mining 


Congress has documented 
14 
major deficiencies in the House 
bill as it is now written. 
“ The supreme irony is that 
this federal legislation is not 
needed. No less than 38 states 
now 
have 
effective 
laws 
governing surface mining, and 
29 of them have updated their 
regulations since 1973. Federal 
regulations in 
place 
and 
in 
operation 
now 
govern 
the 
surface mining of coal on 


federal 
lands. 
As 
a 
result, 
virtually all coal that is now 
surface mined is subject 
to 
regulations and reclam ation 
requirements that are tailored 
to meet particular local con 
ditions. 
“ We 
welcome 
these 
developments. We have long 
opposed any mining of surface 
coal where the land cannot be 
beneficially restored for further 
use after mining. 


“ But 
a 
gigantic 
federal 
scheme that arbitrarily places 
lands off limits for the most 
frivolous reasons, that imposes 
uniform 
controls 
on 
diverse 
circumstances, 
that 
sets 
up 
huge new enforcement powers 
in Washington, and that leaves 
open so many wide questions of 
interpretation 
that 
a 
few 
lawyers and zealots must surely 
salivate—this is another matter. 
“ The root problem with the 


pending 
legislation,” 
says 
Overton, “ is the unbridgeable 
gap between the agreeable 
rhetoric on reclamation policy 
and the practical prohibitory 
im pact 
of 
the 
legislative 
language. 
“ What the measures as in­ 
troduced amount to is de facto 
prohibition of surface coal 
mining in the camouflage of 
regulation. A result our nation 
cannot abide, a price our nation 


cannot pay. 


“ I worry that the voice of 
reason is being lost in the land if 
more defenders do not rally to 
its cause,” says Overton. 
“ The mining 
industry 
is 
determined to continue pressing 
th»* case for America’s energy 
needs. It is determined to try for 
sensible accommodations, 


"The fight here is Am erica’s 
fight.”

Y o u are a trust officer in a b an k and 
y o u r em ployer asks you to obtain a law 
d eg re e at your own expense. Y o u can 
d ed u ct the expenses incurred in pursuit 
o f that degree on your Fed eral income 
tax return, right? W ron g 
T h e r e ’s 
a 
fine 
line 
draw n 
between 
w hat can and what can not be deducted 
a s 
educational 
expen ses 
at 
tax 
time. 
H e r e ’s what the law says: 
— T h e educational ex pen se must meet 
the 
express 
requ irem ents 
o f your 
em ployer, or requirem ent o f law or 
regulations for keeping your salary, 
status, or em ployment. 
— T h e educational ex pen se must m ain ­ 
tain or im prove skills required 
in 
perform ing the duties o f your pres­ 
ent em ployment or business. 


B ased on those guidelines, it would ap ­ 
p ear that the trust officer given as an 
e x am p le would qualify for a deduction. 
B u t h e r e s the catch: T h e expen se ca n ­ 
not be for education which is necessary 
to m eet m in im u m stan d ard s fo r your job 
o r which will qualify you 
for 
a 
new 
trade or business. While the law degree 
m a y be required by your em ployer and 
w ould improve your skills as a trust o f­ 
ficer, it would also q u alify you for a 
new 
profession and w ould 
not 
be de­ 
ductible 
A change in duties within the sam e 
gen eral occupation would not be consid­ 
ered a new trade or business. So. if you 
a re prom oted or change positions at the 
office and take a course o r two to fam i­ 
liarize yourself with an ar e a o f the sam e 
b usiness which you now 
need to know 
ab o u t, the course expen ses would be a 
legitim ate educational 
deduction 
W h at kinds o f edu catio n al 
expenses

Antenna Installation Vital To Mobile Rig

There is an old saying in 
broadcast engineering that a 
radio station is only as good as 
its antenna. 
In CB radio this is p a rtic u la r­ 
ly 
true. 
Unlike 
the 
giant 
com m ercial stations which m ay 
use as much as 50,(KH) w atts of 
power, CB rigs a re limited to 
only live watts, leaving little 
signal to w aste on a poorly 
designed 
or 
badly 
installed 
antenna. 
Most CB antennas a re v erti­ 
cal 
antennas. 
As such, 
they 
work best when they reflect 
against what is called a ground 
plane This m eans the antenna 
m ust be placed so that it is 
perpendicular to a large ground 
potential. In a mobile installa 
(ion. this is the c a r roof or 
trunk lid or fender. 
CB m anu facturers claim the 
best 
position 
for 
a 
vertical 
antenna is the center of the 
c a r 's roof. This location p ro­ 
vides the greatest flat surface 
are a which is wired to ground 
or zero potential. 
Second best location is the 
trunk of the c a r In descending 
effectiveness are g utter m o u n ­ 
ting. cowl mounting and fender 
mounting. 
T here are several w ays to 
attach the antenna to the car. 
Some CBers drill right through 
the roofs of their c a r s to mount 
the bast's of their antennas. 


This is a good method only if 
you plan to keep the c a r for a 
long while and if you a re good 
at sealing leaks. 
M ost, h o w e v e r , ch o o s e th e 
rear trunk 
lid 
m ounting a p ­ 
proach 
C om m ercial an tenn as 
com e 
with

mounting units and the trunk 
lid m ount rem ains the m ost 
popular am ong CBers today. 
This mount attaches to the lip 
of

T h e c o a x ia l c a b le is th en

In h ig h - c rim e a r e a s , so m e 
CBers opt for m agnetic-m o un t­ 
ed antennas because they can 
be rem oved handily and hidden 
in the trunk 
These m ag m ounts, as they 
are called in CB p arlance, are 
equipped 
with 
a 
powerful 
m a g n e t w hich c lin g s to th e 
m etal surface of a c a r roof 
despite 
turnpike 
speeds 
and 
wind pressure. However, they 
do not work too well on certain 
cars with vinyl roofs. 
Another popular anten na is 
the bum per-m ounted, 101-inch 
long stainless steel or fiberglass

antenna.

antennas provide a very good 
gain to one's signal and a re 
excellent 
for 
receiving

signals a s well. Whip anten nas 
are m ounted on a spring-loaded 
m atching coil. 
The other sm aller an ten n as 
do provide good signals in local 
areas and are less cum bersom e 
than the longer whips. Whips

Sir Alister Hardy has written 
a difficult book but one that 
ultim ately m ay be regard ed as 
an historic attem p t to bridge 
the centuries-old gap between 
science and religion. 
“The Biology of G od” is for 
those who are torn 
between 
their religion and the D arw ini­ 
an explanation of evolution. 
But it also is for hard-bitten 
rationalists and skeptics who 
find them selves wondering if,

m aybe, 
there 
is 
som e 
factual basis for religion 
Hardy, 80, a highly respected 
British naturalist and zoologist 
at o x fo rd U n iv e r s ity , a r g u e s 
th at a c o n s c io u s e l e m e n t in 
m a n ’s behavior is helping guide 
his evolution. He also notes that 
strict evolutionists, who believe 
that m an is nothing m ore than 
the biological result of an egg 
and sp erm , cannot account for 
the fact that m an has consci­ 
ousness. 
“ Darwinian evolution need no 
longer be considered an en tire­

m a t e r i a l i s t i c 
d o c t r i n e , ” 
Hardy writes. 
Hardy claim s 
that

scientific evidence now exists to

For Cheaper Coffee

WASHINGTON (UPI) - So is 
there a cheaper way to make a 
cup of coffee? 
A read er in Monticello. N Y., 
has one solution : 
“ I put th ree heaping te a ­ 
spoons in the basket of a 20-cup 
percolator full to the top and let 
it perk for IO minutes. We drink 
it black without milk or sugar 
It is a fairly dark color. Years 
ago this would be impossible to 
do. 


“ What are they putting in it' 
One pound lasts us one month 
— a pot a day.” 


Coffee experts we talked to 
w ere 
astounded 
that 
you’re 
apparently getting 600 cups of 
beverage from one pound of 
coffee The usual is 45 to 60. 


A 
Nor. say spokesmen for the 
National 
Coffee 
Association. 
General Foods and Procter and 
G am ble, 
has 
coffee 
really 
changed over the years. 


W’hat your letter does exem ­ 
plify is the wide variation in 
tastes. No one we talked to 
could recom m end the best way 
to get the most out of a pound 
of coffee, considering today’s 
high prices, because everyone 
has his own idea of what a good 
cup of coffee is. 
Drip and percolator methods 
call for the sam e ratio of coffee 
to w ater, but some people use 
less coffee in percolators than 
in drip or filter pots because 
p e rc o la to rs 
re circ u la te the 
w ater over the grounds several 
tim es Drip and filter advocates 
say their method works better 
b ecau se 
the 
w ater 
passes 
through only once, leaving the 
oils behind. 


“ I f s lute asking how m any 
slices can you get out of a 
pound of bologna," said George 
Boecklin, 
president 
of 
the 
coffee association "It depends 
on how thin you slice it.” 
Boecklin added that coffee 
tastes vary by region 
“ We recom mend 45 to 50 cups 
to the pound for a full-bodied 
cup of coffee, especially the 
kind favored in the E ast.” he 
said. The national average is 
about 60 cups per pound 
Boecklin and others also say 
that in general consum ers in 
western 
states 
like 
weaker 
coffee, perhaps 1(X) cups per 


pound. 


A complaint from P arkers­ 
burg. VV. Va. . 
“ One way to really help the 
consum er is by doing aw ay 
with coupon sales. 
“Stores need us and we need 
them. What we don’t need is 
binding rules and regulations, 
which are exactly what coupon 
sales 
are. 
The 
stores 
with 
coupon sales have taken a lot of 
joy out of grocery shopping and 
made it a chore for many. 
"I for one have one day a 
week to shop for groceries. I 
give it my full attention ... and 


this is why grocery shopping 
should be m ade as simplified as 
it can be for us. 
"To get 
to the store and 
realize the coupons are at home 
on the table can really ruin a 
day. To run back home for 
those of us who live out of the 
city lim its isn ’t always prac­ 
tical. 
“The K roger Co. is the only 
store that I know of that has a 
‘supply of their ad sheets on 
hand for the custom er who has 
forgotten theirs. Every store 
should 
be 
m ade 
to 
have 
supplies on hand if they insist 
on coupons.”

in the 40s will curtail growth 
"You really don’t get into a 
life and death situation until

freezing 
te m ­ 
peratures. These can kill indoor 
plants.” 


He added that yard plants 
such as azaleas, cam ellias and 
flowering trees in the south 
probably will survive recent 
record cold weather because 
they had tim e to “ yet hardv.
